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niE WORLD CITIZEN 

At Lake Succcsa the membor/i of the United 
Nations human rlghtH commlsfllan have begun 
work on a unique project. It Is the creation 
ol a new political being upon the face of the 
earth — the world citizen. 

Even If the new world citizen Li a confirmed 
fltay-at-homy^o will be a world citizen all 
the same. He won't bo a cosmopolite, al- 
though the Oreek wordji kosmos and pontes 
do mean world citizen. For we think of & 
cosmopolite as a man of the world, at home 
In any country. 

Politically, this new being will resemble 
everyone engaged In making him. He will 
hove traces of fioclallsm, communism and 
capitalistic democracy, llii character will bo 
influenced by various religions and philos- 
ophies. But he will finally emerge with 
now loolc— the look of a person who has cer- 
tain definite rights which must be recognized 
and respected, wherever on the face of the 
earth he happens to live. 

The world citizen wUl mature slowly, 
who are living today may see hlra only In his 
Infancy, for tHe people appointed to create 
him don't oven laiow how to commence. Eoch 
knows how he wants his own particular world 
citizen to look, but right now there is no 
agreement. The commission members are 
like the fairies In the nursery stories who 
stand around the cradle of a new-born prince, 
endowing him with this quality and that. 

Take Mr. Tepllakov of tho Soviet Union. 
He's not sure what rights he wants the new 
world citizen to have. But he's pretty definite 
about some of the things he doesn't want him 
to have. 

Mr. Tepllakov would leave out the follow- 
Ing: The rights of life, personal liberty and 
protection from slavery and compulsory la- 
bor; the right to petition national govern- 
ments and the United Nations; the rights of 
property, freedom of movement and resist- 
ance to oppression; tho right of protection 
from unlawful expropriation and retroactive 
penal laws. 

Dr. Malik of Lebanon, on the other hand, 
wants the world citizen to be a free, inde- 
pendent Individual, first and last. He would 
put the "human person" above class, nation 
and race. He calls the world citizen's mind 
and conscience the most sacred and Inviolable 
thing about him. He thinks that forcing tho 
world citizen's consent by any social pressure 
Is wrong. In short, ho believes the state exists 
for the Individual— an Idea which doesn't 
please Mr. Toplialcov at ail. 

This disagreement among the creators 
means that theh: worlc will be long and diffi- 
cult. But that Is to be expected, and it Is 
not discouraging. At least the creators arc 
assembled and are laying out an assortment 
ol Ingredients which they want to see used. 

Eventually tho creators should bo able to 
agree on enough selections from the assort- 
ment to build a being who embodies the rights 
of all men. Tho only Immediate danger Is 
that one of the creators might get mad, pick 
up hla Ingredients, and go home. 

Who will protect the rights of this new 
world citizen— who is all the inhabitants 
of the earth— In that dbtant day when ho 
Is an. actuality? How will the government 
which denies him these rights be punished? 
Those are diniculfc questions. They will have 
to be dealt with sometime, but not now. The 
immediate problem is to create the world cit- 
izen, for a permanently peaceful world is not 
possible without him. 



UNSELFISH REFUSAL 
In a period of world history not notable for 
unselfishness. It was quite heart-warming to 
read Prime Minister Attlec*."! note of a few 
days ago to President Truman. The President 
had offered to reroute colliers bound for 
Europe so that their cargoes might help to 
case Britain's coal shortage. 

Mr. AtUce, In his note ot thanks, reluscd 
the offer, saying "the need lor coal In Europe 
Is no less pressing and wo could not ask that 
cargoes should be diverted from Europe to the 
United Kingdom." 

As Mr. Attiee wrote that, Iils country's need 
of coal had abated slightly. But the situation 
had improved only from near-catastrophe to 
crisis. His imselflsh refusal of a sympathetic 
offer to help was simply a decent, human 
gesture by one unassuming man to another. 
But when these unassuming men happen to 
speak for their nations they create a moment 
of renewed lalth in a time when war's suffer- 
ings seem to have left little room for such 
kindly acts, by Individuals or by nations.

Under the pre.ienl nystcm Idaho often Is operated 
by a "lame duck" govemment tor some two months' ■ 
after a change U voted In the state admlnLitraUon 
The defeated ineumbenta in the November elccUoa 
remain In office until January', but they have no re- 
sponsibility during this period and little incentive 
tor other than perfunctory sen- Ice. Tho ap- 
pointive deputies and employes under them qulto 
naturally start looUng for employment elsewhere, 
with the result that tho tute sen-lcei are imdefmanned 
and the goi'emmentol machinery bogs down until the 
newly-elccted and appointed personnel takw over. In 
every function ol covemment the IncUnaUon Is to 
mark time and "pius tho buck" to Uie Incoming ad- 
mlnlstraUon. 

Among the grave problems now confronting the 
IcglilatUM, this proposed measiue of rtlorm admit- 
tcdly is not of traa-voendeat Importance. But It U de- 
serving of favorable consideration by the lawmakeri 
and, It they send It to the ballot In IMS, by the peo- 
ple,— Lewlston Tribune.

When Pranklln rttn 
D. Roosevelt decided that Russia 
was trustworthy In November I9n, 
Uiero woa hnpUclt In the aBreemeni 
an admission that prior to that 
time the Soviet government, 
through Its IntcmaUonal 
muntsl organization, had 
mittcd hottUle acta. In an eichange 
of letters. Maxim Lltvlnotf assured 
HoAcvclt that IL would bo Russia's 
policy to. "respect scrupulously the 
Indisputable right ot the United 
States to order Its own life and to 
refrain from Interfering In tho In- 
ternal affaUi of tho United Slates, 
Its territories and possrsslons." 

Russia further promised to 
strain, all persons and organliaUons 
ot the government or under Its 
direct or Indirect control trom any 
act, overt or covert liable to Injure 
tranquillity, prosperity, order 
or aeciurlly of ony part ot the United 
States." 

If Ruisla had observed thali 
pledge. ElBler would not have been 
sent here and thLi nation would 
have been spared moat ot the riot- 
ous terror of the CIO's organizing 
strikes ot IW, the sabotage strikes 
In the WOT Industries between Sept. 
1B3I), and June, IMl and the In- 
ternal disunity and suspicion of the 
years since. 

Russia further agreed not to per- 
mit any organization lo exist In 
Ruaala purporting to bo the legal or 
"people's" government ot the umicd 
States.

Including 
this ohe. Thla conspiracy expressed 
llself later In the opposition in tome 
CIO unions and all other communist

■ construction programs. 
Pickets In Washington axul New 
York chanted the slogan "the Yanks 
aren't coming." 

One ot their sonss laid Roosevelt 
as willing to "plow every third boy 
under." Roosevelt and Mrs. Roose- 
velt later gave aid. comfort and 
prestige to such aa Joseph Curran.
